Shooter 


Amid more accusations, 
legislator is suspended 
as committee chairman

Arizona state Rep. Don Shooter was 
suspended Friday as chairman of the 
powerful House Appropriations Com- 
mittee following multiple accusations 
that he sexually harassed women. 

In further reaction to the escalating 
controversy, the Arizona Chamber of 
Commerce and Industry — one of the 
states most influential business or- 
ganizations — called on Shooter to re- 
sign immediately. 

The developments came after Mi-Ai 
Parrish, president and publisher of The 
Arizona Republic and azcentral.com, 
wrote in a column that Shooter made a

Library, not voter database, was Russia hack target

It turns out Russian hackers didn’t 
target Arizona’s statewide voter-regis- 
tration database in an incident the U.S. 
Department of Homeland Security 
warned about this fall — they targeted 
the Phoenix library. 

That’s according to city and state offi- 
cials who spoke with The Arizona Repub- 
lic about reports that the Russian gov- 
ernment tried to infiltrate a database in 


Arizona during the 2016 election. 

The confirmation is the latest twist in 
a confusing series of intelligence up- 
dates that have trickled out regarding 
potential Kremlin data-fishing activity in 
Arizona. 

Phoenix police Sgt. Jon Howard re- 
cently said U.S. Department of Home- 
land Security officials notified the state, 
which notified the city, of “Russian enti- 
ties” conducting low-level scans of 
Phoenix’s library system in August 2016. 

The city’s IT department ran a report 
in October and found no indication Rus- 


sians breached the library’s database. 

“Attempted breaches are extremely 
common and well-guarded against,” 
Howard said in an email. “Any time 
someone raises a concern about specific 
attempts, we work to determine the 
source and severity to guarantee our sys- 
tems remain secure.” 

Nevertheless, the revelation that 
Phoenix’s library was targeted helps to 
solve the mystery of whether Russians 
actually tried to access Arizona voter in- 
formation. 

The confusion started this fall, when 


Homeland Security officials called Arizo- 
na Secretary of State Michele Reagan 
with a belated warning. 

In September, Reagan’s office said the 
DHS notified her that Arizona’s voter- 
registration system was targeted by Rus- 
sians during the 2016 election. The DHS 
said it was one of 21 states where Rus- 
sians attempted to hack elections sys- 
tems. 

“DHS has let us know that the Russian 
government targeted our voter registra-
